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This action is in response to applicants' amendments of 3 1 August 2005 and 23 
September 2005. The amendments to the claims have overcome the 35 USC 1 12 rejection. The 
terminal disclaimer filed on 3 1 August 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. patent 
6,641,933 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election by original presentation has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 20, 22, 26, 30, 34 and 38 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse. 

This application contains claims 20, 22, 26, 30, 34 and 38 are drawn to an invention 
nonelected without traverse. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancelation of 
nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Claims 19, 21, 25, 29, 33 and 37 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of 
improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claims, or amend the claims to place the claims in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claims in independent form. 

As stated in the office action of 3 1 May 2005, the invention is constructively elected by 
original presentation to digital cameras. Thus the camera of claims 1, 3, 23, 27, 31 and 35 is 
limited to a digital camera. Accordingly, claims 19, 21, 25,29, 33 and 37 do not further limit 
claims 1,3,23,27,31 and 35. 
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It is strongly suggested applicants amend claims 1, 3, 23 5 27, 31 and 35 so they are 
limited to digital cameras to correspond with the constructively elected by original presentation 
invention. 

Claims 39-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

There is no teaching or suggestion in the original disclosure that the camera is an active 
matrix type camera. The original disclosure teaches the EL display device is an active matrix 
type. While this display is part of a digital camera, it does not mean the camera is a active matrix 
type camera. 

Claims 39-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

It is unclear what is an active matrix type camera. The specification is silent as an active 
matrix type camera. 

Claims 1-4, 23, 24, 27, 28, 31, 32, 35 and 36 are allowable over the cited art of record. 
There is no teaching or suggestion of a digital camera comprising an EL layer including a light- 
emitting organic compound where the EL layer includes ionic impurities at the concentration of 
0.01 ppm or lower. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
